Glass Research Ranges from Scientific 
Investigation to Production Problems 


This article is the third in the series on Industrial Research to be published in the Board of Trade 
Journal as an information service to industry. It should not be regarded as containing statements of 
Government policy.

N all probability glass was originally discovered 

as a clear slag produced occasionally during the 

smelting of copper or bronze. ‘‘Glass” is, however, 
referred to in a formula for making glazes, incised 
on a cuneiform tablet of 1600-1700 B.C. found at 
Tall-Umar on the Tigris in Assyria, and was evi- 
dently a material well-known to ‘‘ Marduk, a man 
of Babylon,”’ the writer of the tablet, as no further 
description is given. It may be of interest to add 
that the author has obtained completely satisfactory 
glazed vessels by following these 
instructions written thirty-five cen- 
turies ago, the only assumption made 
being that the ‘‘ glass ’’ referred to in the tablets was 
of a composition similar to that commonly used 
from 1300 B.C. onwards. 


Historical 
Background 


Glass became comparatively common in Egypt some 
300 to 500 years later, there being many well- 
preserved specimens found in tombs dating back to 
about 1300 B.C., a hundred years before the reign 
of Rameses IV. Analysis of specimens of 1300 to 
1100 B.C. shows that the glass they are made of is 
of the same general type as modern window glass 
and bottle glass, consisting of sand (silica), lime and 
soda, though the proportion of soda is higher, making 
these ancient glasses comparatively easy to melt. 


The first important departure from this age-old 
composition was made by George Ravenscroft, in 
England, about the middle of the 17th century, 
when it was discovered that lead oxide could be used 
instead of lime and, in fact, in much larger proportion 


than lime, a discovery which led to the production 
of the well-known English Crystal Glass. 


In the early 19th century Faraday, at the Royal 
Institution, London, made a considerable study of 
glass and its properties, producing many glasses of 
entirely novel composition, with unusual optical and 
other properties, but his work remained unknown 
outside scientific circles and was not put to any 
commercial use. 


It was Schott and his co-workers at Jena in the 
late 19th century who first applied modern scientifie 
method to the development of commercial glasses, 
Their work was largely directed towards the produc- 
tion of new types of optical glasses, for which purpose 
glasses of different compositions were melted and a 
study was made of their chemical and physical 
properties. As a result, many new optical glasses 
were produced, of types which helped considerably 
in the development of new lenses for microscopes, 
cameras, and other purposes, but, in addition, a 
large amount of general information was obtained 
about the behaviour of glass under different condi- 
tions, information which proved of very con- 

: siderable value in connection with 
Behaviour new problems which were then arising. 
of Glass In the fields of chemistry and 
medicine, for example, new chemical preparations 
and new vaccines and drugs were being discovered, 
and it was found that certain of these deteriorated 
rapidly if kept in the ordinary kinds of glass bottles 
or phials. The probable cause of the deterioration 
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could be identified almost at once from the nature of the 
glass in which the preparations had been stored, and the 
knowledge which was already in the possession of the firm 
of Schott and Genossen quickly enabled glasses to be 
produced which did not cause trouble of this kind. In 
physical researches, also, ordinary glasses were found to 
be unsuitable for making thermometers of high precision 
due to slow changes in the sizes of the bulbs after the 
thermometers had been completed. Again Schott and 
Genossen were able after a short time to produce ther- 
mometer tubing free from this defect. 


Special Glasses 


Other special glasses, such as heat-resisting lamp 
chimneys, were also supplied from Germany or from the 
adjoining countries, and by the outbreak of the 1914-18 
war this country and many others had come to rely almost 
completely on continental sources, mainly Germany, for 
practically all the glass needed for scientific and medical 
purposes. In August 1914, therefore, Great Britain found 
herself involved in a major war but cut off from the supplies 
of glass necessary to make such essential instruments as 
range-finders, gunsights and binoculars, and from supplies 
of the laboratory glassware needed for controlling the 
manufacture of steel, explosives, and other products vital 
for war purposes. Ampoules for the storage of special 
drugs and vaccines were also unobtainable, as were bulbs 
for making X-ray tubes, and, in fact, almost all varieties 
of glass except for bottles and windows; to make things 
worse we had very little knowledge even of the composi- 
tions of the glasses needed for these various purposes. 

The urgency of the situation was recognized at once, and 
within a very few weeks research on glass was begun under 
the aegis of the (Royal) Institute of Chemistry, by Professor 
(later Sir Herbert) Jackson and Mr. T. (now Sir Thomas) 
Merton. Formulae for the ten glasses most urgently needed 
were worked out remarkably quickly, and all ten glasses 
were in production within six months’ time. At Sheffield 
an advisory committee was set up by the University to 
help the various industries in South Yorkshire. To deal 
with some of the enquiries from the Yorkshire Glass 
Manufacturers, experimental work was necessary, for 
the carrying out of which a small department was set up 
within the University. Certain of the manufacturers, 
recognizing the value of the help received from these 
scientific contacts in connection with their war-time 
problems, desired to establish a permanent scientific 
centre for research into glass, and alse to provide for the 
scientific and technological education of students proposing 
to enter the glass industry. The small department set 
up to meet the war-time needs of the industry thus de- 
veloped ‘in 1916 into a permanent department of the 
University with full university status. 

The research work begun by Sir Herbert Jackson was 
continued at the British Scientific Instrument Research 
Association from 1918 onwards, Sir Herbert Jackson 
having been appointed Director of Research of that 
Association on its formation. The Association is more 
directly concerned with optical glass and glasses for use in 
scientific instruments than with ordinary commercial 
glasses, though the line of demarcation is very difficult to 
define and in many instances the Association has been 
able to assist sections of the glass industry to deal with 
problems not specifically concerned with the use of glass 
in scientific instruments. 


Glass Technology Department 


The Glass Research Association was formed in 1920, but 
was dissolved after its initial period of five years, leaving 
the Department of Glass Technology of Sheffield University 
the only co-operative organization exclusively concerned 
with glass and glass manufacture. 

The Department of Glass Technology is largely main- 
tained by subscriptions from firms in the glass industry. 
As a department of the University it receives a proportion 
of the annual grant made to the University through the 
University Grants Committee, and it is also in receipt of 
grants from the West Riding County Council, the Yorkshire 
Glass Manufacturers’ Association, and from other bodies 
interested in glass and glass manufacture. 

In June 1939, the Department moved into spacious new 
premises at Elmfield, Northumberland Road, Sheffield, 
for the erection and equipment of which the glass industry 
contributed some £35,000. 

The purposes served by the Department are :— 

To provide education and training in glass technology 
to students intending to enter the glass industry as 


graduates. 
To advise and assist subscribing members of the 
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industry in their production problems and, when 

necessary, to carry out experimental investigations 

directed towards the solution of those problems. 
To prosecute researches into any matters concerning 
glass and glass manufacture. 

The Department thus serves the industry in much the 
same way as a Research Association with, in addition, the 
important function of training scientific personnel for the 
industry. 


Industrial Research 


Research work in glass is, however, by no means confined 
to the Department of Glass Technology and to the British 
Scientific Instrument Research Association. A number 
of the firms in the industry have research departments of 
their own, some employing considerably larger scientifie 
staffs than the Department itself. It is to be noted, also, 
that these firms are among the largest contributors to the 
maintenance of the Department. There are many reasons 
why this should be so. In the first place, a firm which 
is prepared to create its own research department must 
obviously be convinced of the value of scientific method 
for improving its products, and for the development of 
new products and new methods of production. By assisting 
to maintain a co-operative scientific organization such as 
the Department of Glass Technology, its own scientific 
staff is, in effect, increased at a comparatively small 
cost; discussion between its staff and the staff of the 
Department may on occasion assist in shaping a problem 
in a manner which may lead to its more rapid solution, 
and the Department may take over investigations which 
have been carried to a practical issue but which require 
further work if their full implications are to be discovered 
and properly understood. Moreover, a group of scientific 
workers engaged in industry can readily appreciate the 
results of any research carried out by the Department. 
They may thus be able to see the application of those 
results in a manner which may not have occurred to the 
actual] research worker himself, and which could be recog- 
nized only by trained scientists seeking for information 
and ideas of all kinds which may bear upon a particular 
group of indastrial problems. 

There are, of course, many firms which could not, on 
financial grounds, maintain research departments of 
their own on any larg2 scale. For such firms the existence 
of a central co-operative research organization is essential 
not only to give help in solving production difficulties but 
also in order that these firms may share in any new develop- 
ments arising out of the work of the research organization. 
Clearly where a firm can employ only oae or two scientific 
workers largely engaged on control of production it is of 
the greatest possible assistance to have a central scientific 
organization with whom their own scientific staff can 
discuss the many problems, minor or major, which arise 
continually in industrial produstion. 


Types of Research Work 


The types of researches to be undertaken in glass range 
from purely scientific investigations to problems directly 
concerned with production. Up to twenty years ago research 
work in glass consisted almost entirely of melting different 
materials together to find (a) if they produced a glass, 
and (6) what were the properties of the glass obtained. 
At first these investigations were largely exploratory ; 
later when the broad possibilities had been surveyed they 
were increasingly systematized so as to discover tendencies 
or trends resulting from progressive substitution of one 
constituent for another. Much of this work must have 
been laborious and uninspiring, though none the less 
necessary and important. On occasion, however, it yielded 
results of outstanding interest, as, for example, the dis- 
covery of the unusual optical properties of Barium glasses, 
and the discovery of the extremely low expansion co- 
efficient of boro-silicate glasses (which led among other 
things to the development of glass cooking ware), both of 
which rank in importance with Ravenscroft’s ‘‘ invention " 
of lead glass nearly three centuries ago. 

The trends painstakingly worked out in these early 
‘* fact-finding” investigations have, in recent years, 
been of the greatest possible assistance in devising the 
special glasses needed for modern developments in radio 
valves and other new uses for glass, and must be regarded 
as one of the most important branches of ‘‘ directed” 
research on glass, i.e., research directed towards the 
production of glass having specific properties. The scope 
of research into glass has, however, been greatly widened 
during this period, partly owing to the discovery of the 
“* structure ” of glass by the application of X-ray diffraction 
methods, and partly owing to the application of modern 
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chemistry to a study of glass from a fundamental chemical 
standpoint. By the use of X-ray diffraction methods it 
pas been shown that the structure of ordinary glass consists 
ef a network of silica molecules in the form of tetrahedra 
fie., pyramids having triangular faces) adjacent tetrahedra 
peing joined together at the corners. The groupings are 
regular, and the structure is linked together equally 
strongly in all directions. From this single discovery 
explanations have been deduced for many of the already 
established properties of glass. Out of it, also have arisen 
suggestions for a number of new lines of investigation, 
many of which have not yet been followed out though some 
have already given results of direct practical value. For 
example, the X-ray investigations show that the ‘‘ holes ” 
in the silica network are about the same size as a potassium 
atom and appreciably larger than a sodium atom, so a 
potassium atom will move much less freely than a sodium 
atom through the silica network. Now the electrical 
eonductivity of a glass depends mainly on the movement 
of the alkali ions, and we may therefore deduce that an 
potash glass will be much less conducting than a corres- 
ponding soda glass. This has, in fact, been proved, and a 
easily melted potash glass has been produced having an 
electrical conductivity practically the same as that of the 
high melting point glasses of very low alkali content 
previously used. 


New Trends 


The new trend in chemical research on glass is to study 
the chemical properties of the glass in the same way as 
one might study the chemical properties of a solution, 
eg., to determine whether the glass is acidic or alkaline, 
and whether it tends to promote oxidation or reduction 
of different materials added to it during melting. This 
field offers many interested lines of research and is, as 
yet, largely untilled. At first sight such work might 
appear to be of such a purely academic nature that there 
would be little chance of its ever being of divect practical 
value. In point of fact, however, results obtained in 
preliminary experiments, begun in 1939 purely for the sake 
of obtaining this kind of academic information, were later 
applied in the development of a glass of considerable 
importance to the Allied armies during the later period 
of the Second World War. 

The glass was to be almost perfectly opaque to all visible 
radiations, but to be highly transparent to a considerable 
range of infra-red (dark heat) radiations. It was recognized 
that a glass coloured with manganese would be suitable, 
provided that the manganese could be maintained in its 
highest form of oxide. This oxide is, however, readily 
reduced to a colourless form at glass-melting temperatures, 
and the work done in 1939 had been directed towards 
finding a method of ensuring that this reduction should not 
occur. It had been discovered that, whereas in acidic 
solutions the higher oxides of manganese can be reduced hy 
chromic oxide at ordinary temperatures, forming colourless 
manganous salts and chromic acid, chromic acid will 
maintain manganese in its most highly oxidized form at 
glass-melting temperatures. As a result of this discovery 
made some years earlier, a glass having the desired pro- 
perties was in production in less than one month from the 
time when the need was made known. 


Experimental Developments in Glass 


Many new types of products are based on experimental 
development rather than on research proper. To this 
class belong glass ‘‘ wool”? and glass ‘‘silk”’ in their 
various forms, ‘‘ sintered’’ glass, ‘‘foam” glass, and 
the like. 

Glass wool consists simply of very fine glass fibres only 
two or three ten-thousandths of an inch thick, matted 
together like the wool in a fleece. It is made by forming 
droplets of molten glass, then suddenly tearing them or 
blowing them to shreds by letting them drop on to a rapidly 
whirling table or between nozzles through which steam and 
air are emerging at very high velocity. The fibres can then 
be left as a matted blanket usable for thermal and sound 
insulation, or can be guided so as to form a loose, slightly 
twisted ‘‘ sliver’? which can be ‘‘ drawn,” ‘‘ spun,” 
‘twisted’? and woven in exactly the same way as a 
similar loosely twisted sliver of cotton or wool. 

Glass silk is made by pulling out the molten droplets 
at high speed (5 to 7 miles per minute) so as to form con- 
tinuous fine fibres. About 100 such fibres are drawn 
together to form a single fine twisted thread closely re- 
sembling silk in appearance, and capable of being woven 
in the same way. 

‘* Sintered’? glass is made by heating fine glass powder 
to a temperature at which the grains soften and melt

together at the edges and corners where they come into 
contact, without the whole glass becoming so fluid as to 
melt together into a molten mass. The fine powder can be 
pressed whilst cold to any desired shape, and will retain 
that shape after ‘‘ sintering.” 


The process can be regulated so as to produce porous 
diaphragms to be used as filters, and the size of the pores 
can be regulated to give fine or coarse filtering pads. The 
sintering may also be carried to the stage where the pores 
are closed but not ‘‘ collapsed,” or alternatively, the 
surface pores can be sealed by a short intense heating 
after sintering. Sintered shapes with sealed pores have 
been used for building up valve3 and other ‘‘ vacuum ” 
apparatus when shapes not readily produced by hot- 
moulding of molten glass have been needed. 


Foam glass is made by a sintering process in which the 
powdered glass is mixed with a ‘‘ gas-emitting ’’ material. 
As the glass softens it encloses the gas-emitting material 
and becomes filled with small bubbles forming a ‘‘ foam ”’ 
which, of course, hardens to a ‘‘ solid foam” on cooling. 
This material is excellent as a heat-insulating material 
where the material is required to be rigid and strong 
enough to carry its own weight. 


Problems still to be solved 


There is no lack of problems demanding investigation, 
whether for devising a new glass of particular properties, 
for the development of glass in a form to meet some newly- 
envisaged purpose, or for determining some new fact 
concerning the fundamental chemistry or physics of glass. 
As in all research work, each new discovery opens up new 
lines of thought and reveals new avenues of investigation. 
Directed research brings an immediate return in the form 
of improved product or more efficient production, but 
examples are by no means lacking of practical develop- 
ments following rapidly on researches begun purely for the 
sake of increase of knowledge, and it is largely on such 
research work that continuing progress in commercial 
development must depend. 
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Commercial Correspondence 
with Germany 


HE following summary of the regulations and arrange- 

ments governing commercial and business correspon- 

dence with Ge ‘many supersedes the announcement of 
December 13, 1946. 

Nature of Communications permitted by United Kingdom 
Legislation : S.R. & O. 1946 No. 2089 authorizes any person 
or firm in the United Kingdom to communicate in writing 
with reference to any commercial, financial or other matter 
with any person or firm in Germany on and after December 
12, 1946; S.R. & O. 1947 Nos. 300, 301 and 302 permit the 
resumption of private trade in goods and transactions 
incidental thereto with persons or firms in Germany, on and 
after March 4, 1947. 

German-owned property in the United Kingdom con- 
tinues to be under the control of the Board of Trade through 
the Trading with the Enemy Department and the Custodians 
of Enemy Property. 

Restrictions in Germany : The Foreign Office wishes to 
draw attention to the fact that the following matter is pre- 
cluded from entering into Germany under the postal 
regulations imposed by the Allied Control] Commission : 

Information concerning German-owned property outside 
Germany. 

In addition, correspondence from Germany by Germans 
relating to their external assets is still forbidden, even if only 
of a simple informative character, and such persons may not 
transmit instructions to managers or agents outside 
Germany. 

Special Arrangements for Powers of Attorney : Powers of 
Attorney must now be sent direct to the. donee through 
ordinary postal channels. This applies to all Zones and to 
Berlin. 

It is expected that a further announcement will be issued 
in the near future relating to the relaxation of certain 
controls upon property now exercised by the Allied Military 
Government. Accordingly property owncrs may wish to 
await the publication of this announcement before issuing 
Powers of Attorney in respect of property at present under 
the custodianship of the Allied Military Governments in 
their respective zones. It is understood that Powers of 
Attorney relating to property will not be exerciseable in 
the Soviet Zone. 

The procedure which residents in the United Kingdom 
who wish to despatch Powers of Attorney to Germany should 
adopt is as follows :— 

(a) The Power should be submitted, where necessary, to 
the Bank of England to ensure compliance with the 
Defence (Finance )Regulations ; 

(b) After execution, it should be submitted for legalization 
to the Home Office or Scottish Home Department (in 
the case of Powers executed in Scotland) and to the 
Foreign Office. 

Procedure in Germany : Powers of Attorney cannot be 
acted upon in Germany without the prior approval of the 
appropriate division of the Allied Control Commission in the 
relative Zone. In the case of the British Zone, donees should 
apply to the Senior Property Control Officer at the appro- 
priate Regional Headquarters (Dusseldorf, Hanover, Kiel, 
Hamburg) for approval. In the British sector of Berlin, 
application should be made to the Senior Property Control 
Officer, Headquarters British Troops, Berlin. 

Postal Limitations : The Postal Service with Germany 
generally is restricted to unregistered letters and letter 
packets up to 1 Ib. in weight and postcards. Unregistered 
packets containing newspapers, periodicals, and packets up 
to 4 lbs. in weight may be sent by printed papers post to the 
British and American Zones of Germany and to the British 
Sector of Berlin.

Coupon-Free Sandal and 
Slipper Soles 


N accordance with the announcement made on page 890 

of The Board of Trade Journal for May 31, the Board 

of Trade have issued a General Licence* making sandal 
and slipper soles and shaped material for making into 
sandals and slippers coupon-free from June 16 to August 16, 
inclusive, if sold to a retail customer at a price not exceeding 
7s. 6d. a pair. 

It will be remembered that the price limit of 4s. 0d. wag 
fixed for the coupon-free supply of soles for sandals and 
slippers whether or not with heels or material attached (the 
material not to extend more than 1 inch from the edge 
thereof) by the General Licence S.R. & O. 1947 No. 516, 
which remains in operation. During the limited period 
mentioned, therefore, this price limit is raised. 

Any wholesalers who were unable to dispose of stocks of 
these articles under individual licences issued to them 
between November 21, 1946, and February 28, 1947, and 
who have not already applied for further licences should 
do so at once to the Board of Trade, 91 Victoria Street, 
London, S.W.1.

Production Drive Conference 


The Lord President of the Council (Mr. Herbert Morrison), 
together with the Paymaster General (Mr. H. A. Marquand), 
met chairmen of the Regional Boards for Industry and of 
their District Advisory Committees in London recently to 
discuss the Production Drive. 

Mr. Morrison addressed the chairmen on the further 
development of the production drive in the regions by means 
of conferences, films and factory talks for which Regional 
Boards are responsible. Further production conferences of 
representatives of management and workers are to be 
arranged throughout the country. 

The Lord President introduced Sir Edwin Plowden and 
Mr. 8S. C. Leslie, the newly-appointed Chief Economie 
Information Officer. 





Licences for Shoe Repair Leather 


The Board of Trade announce that licences for shoe 
repair leather for the third quarter 1947 will be on the 
basis of 75 per cent. of basic commitments. This compares 
with an average rate of 624 per cent. for the first two 
quarters of this year, when supplies were affected by the 
fuel crisis. The increased allocation is based on the 
expectation of a rising rate of production during the third 
quarter, but suppliers may not necessarily be able to make 
deliveries at the increased rate in the early part of the 
quarter. 





War Damage Value Payments 


The War Damage Commission desires to warn claimants 
that there will be delay in making value payments in cases 
where the payment has to be shared, if the forms setting 
out the amounts of the shares, as agreed between the 
interested parties, are not completed and returned promptly 
to the appropriate regional offices. 

To date about 100,000 forms relating to shares in 40,000 
value payments have been issued to claimants, but in only 
2,000 cases has the Commission been advised of the amounts 
of the agreed shares. 

The Commission will deal with cases in the order in which 
the share forms are returned completed, and claimants 
who fail to return the forms promptly will prejudice their 
chances of receiving payment on the first payment date. 
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Retail Trade in April 
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Recovery in Sales of Household Goods 


HE most noteworthy feature of the retail trade 

statistics compiled by the Bank of England for April is 

the recovery in the sales of household goods after the 
setback due to the bad weather and fuel restrictions in 
February and March. The index rose from 189 in March to 
225 in April, but even this big movement left it no higher 
than in November. It still remains to be seen whether the 
strong upward trend which operated throughout 1946 will 
reassert itself. 

The other index-numbers showed very little change 
compared with March, despite the absence of frost in April. 
In the case of apparel the effect of the better weather and 
improved shopping facilities apparently just balanced the 
waning influence of the new set of coupons which was 
released in March. Food sales had naturally been less 
affected by the difficult conditions, and the index was 
within one point of the March level. 

The stock figures continue to be fairly encouraging, and 
do not suggest any serious interruption of supplies as a result 
of the fuel crisis. Stocks of clothing were significantly 
higher at the end of the month than at the beginning, 
despite the fairly high level of sales. For other goods this 
comparison is not available, but most categories showed 
broadly the same percentage increase compared with a year 
ago as they did in March; as the trend of stocks was 
upwards in 1946, this suggests a rising tendency in 1947 also, 

Compared with a year ago, sales in April showed increases 
of 10 per cent. for food and 13 per cent. for other goods. The 
outstanding increases were 66 per cent. for sweets and 
chocolate (mainly due to the higher ration) and 60 per cent. 
for fruit, vegetables and flowers (reflecting mainly higher 
prices). 

The numbers employed showed a fractional recovery after 
the decline in March, bringing the index back to the January 
level of 100. Compared with a year ago there is a rise of 
6 per cent., which shows how slowly the process of rebuilding 
staffs is proceeding. 


Apparel Sales and Coupons 


April is normally a month of brisk spring-time trade, 
particularly when it contains the Easter holiday. This year 
the coupon scarcity restricted expansion, but sales were 
quite as high as in March, the index for the whole country 
rising by 1 point to 157. The corresponding district move- 
ments ranged from an increase of 12 per cent. in Central and 
West End London to a fall of 104 per cent. in the Suburban 
area, For the country as a whole sales were 14 per cent. 
above the average of the previous twelve months. 

Only footwear showed a rise over March, 13} per cent., the 
other two categories falling by about 2 per cent. But all 
three surpassed their previous averages, footwear by as much 
as 30 per cent. and women’s and children’s wear by 14 per 
cent. ; but for men’s and boys’ wear sales were only 44 per 
cent. higher, there being a marked stringency in supplies of 
some items of men’s wear, e.g. shirts. 

All three categories showed increases compared with a 
year ago, despite the fact that the coupon release then took 
place in April. Footwear showed the biggest increase, 19 
per cent. ; those contributors who were able to give separate 
figures for goods and for repairs showed a considerably 
larger rise for the former—17 per cent. against 11 per cent. 

The total rise in women’s and children’s wear amounted 
to 9-6 per cent. Trade was particularly good in stockings, 
ete., in every district: twice as much as a year ago in 
Central and West End London and up by 47 per cent. for 
the whole country. There was also a marked expansion in 
dress materials, 38 per cent., the smallest district increase in 
this sub-category being 20-5 per cent. in the Midlands and 
South Wales. The steadiest sections were women’s outer- 
wear and girls’ and children’s wear, both of which were 
roughly 4 per cent. higher this April than last. 

Men’s and boys’ wear showed little change on the year 
outside Central and West End London, where sales rose by 
38-5 per cent. The advance for Great Britain was only 
2-0 per cent. 

The number of coupons taken in shops reporting this 
information was 11 per cent. greater than a year earlier. 
Apart from Central and West End London, where the rise 
amounted ‘o 22 per cent., district increases ranged between 
6-2 per ceut. and 13-4 per cent. The amount spent per 
coupon was rather higher than in March and about 3 per 

ent. above April. 1946. It is somewhat remarkable to find 


an increase compared with April 1946, as the number of 
coupons required for many items of women’s wool outer- 
wear had then been temporarily reduced. 


Household Goods 


The slight recovery noted in March became more pro- 
nounced in April when an advance of 19 per cent. was 
recorded to 225. Even this, however, left the index no 
higher than in November, and it cannot yet be said that the 
strong upward trend which prevailed throughout 1946 has 


- reasserted itself. 


Furniture and furnishings did not fully share in the 
recovery, sales being no more than about 4 per cent. higher 
than in March and only just back to the level of October. 
The movement in hardware was substantial, the index rising 
by 35 per cent. from March and establishing a new record. 
The index for this category has regularly been high in April, 
however, in every year since the new series started, and 
there may be a subsequent relapse. 

Compared with April 1946, the advance was not so marked 
in hardware, 24 per cent., as in furniture and furnishings, 30 
per cent. Both increases were well in excess of those 
recorded in February and March, when shopping was greatly 
affected by the frosty weather. 


Other Non-Food Goods 


Index numbers are calculated only for the types of non- 
food merchandise dealt with above. The remaining six 
non-food categories can be compared only with the corres- 
ponding period a year ago. ‘There has been no significant 
change in the sample available for analysis yet and the 
comments made last month on size and distribution apply 
equally to the April figures. Little can be said of the 
comparisons tabulated except that the largest increase was 
for jewellery, etc., 26-9 per cent., and the only decrease 
(shared by all districts except Central and West End London) 
was for books and stationery. 


Food and Perishables 


There was only a fractional change in April compared with 
March despite the run-over of certain rations and points 
from the earlier month. The only district increases over 
March were in the Midlands and South Wales and in the 
South of England. The total excess over the previous 
average was small, 3 per cent., but in three districts it 
amounted to more than 5 per cent. Movements were larger 
in the comparisons with 12 months earlier, the increase being 
10-3 per cent. for the country as a whole and varying 
between 7:1 per cent. and 18-1 per cent. in the different 
districts. The expansion is largely due to changes in the 
ci,ilian population. 

The largest sub-category and the one in which consump- 
tion is most steady is groceries and provisions, the April 
increase for which, 11-0 per cent., was slightly larger than 
that recorded for March. The sample for Central and West 
End London differs from the others and is more liable to 
fluctuate. Its rise in April, 25 per cent., was much the 
largest of the district figures. 

In spite of rationing, bakery sales were 3-1 per cent. 
higher on the whole than in April 1946. Figures have not 
been given for some districts as the sample there is too 
small to be reliable. 

The sample of wines, is drawn 
districts only : the total change was a drop of 4:4 per cent., 
an advance of 26 per cent. in Central and West Hind London 
being more than offset by decreases elsewhere. 

Fresh meat sales were 16-1 per cent. larger than a year ago, 
all the district figures exceeding 12 per cent. As noted last 
month, the rise is partly due to the inerease in the civilian 
population and partly to the larger amount of corned beef 
in the ration.

and exceeding that figure everywhere except in Suburban 
London. By April vegetables had become more plentiful, 
poth home-produced and imported, and citrus fruits, pine- 
apples, etc., were available, and there were also more flowers 
en sale, but the main reason for the increase was the high 
level of prices. 

The sweets ration was restored to 1 Ib. in April and unused 
points of the previous period could be used in the opening 
weeks of the month, at which time also some Easter eggs 
and fancy confectionery were on the market. The ration 
was also larger than at the corresponding date in 1946. 
As a result of these various factors, the sample—imperfect 
as it is known to be—showed consistently high sales in all 
districts with an overall increase of 66 per cent. 

April was an unsettled month for tobacco sales. Before 
the Budget date there was a tendency to anticipate possible 
price increases by purchases in advance. Once the extent 
of the price rise was known the volume of sales contracted 
sharply, probably more than offsetting the higher price. 
Wide variation of district movements was therefore only 
to be expected and too much weight should not be attached 
even to the rise of 3-5 per cent. in Great Britain as a whole, 
since the sample includes some estimates by contributors 
who also handle other goods ; the accuracy with which sales 
can be split is reduced in a month when the effect of the 
operating factors was particularly difficult to gauge. 

Cafés and restaurants continued to be busy everywhere, 
the only district failing to show a significant increase being 
Scotland. The advance for Great Britain was 14:5 per cent. 


Sales in the First Quarter of the 
Trading Year 


Total sales for the first three months of the trading year 
were appreciably greater in 1947 than in 1946, a rise of 13-2 
per cent. being recorded. With the exception of Central 
and West End London, the district movements ranged only 
between 10-6 and 15-4 per cent. In the West End the figure 
was 21-5 per cent. Food and perishables advanced by 10-9 
per cent. and other merchandise by 16-6 per cent. In the 
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latter division 3 of the 11 main categories expanded by 20 per 
cent. or more and only one, books and stationery, con- 
tracted. There were three outstanding increases among the 
sub-categories: 46-5 per cent. for dress materials, 45-5 per 
cent. for women’s stockings, etc., and 38-4 per cent. for 
women’s underwear. 

Each quarter a comparison is provided between the 
movement of sales in London (London postal area) and the 
rest of the country. A table giving this information supple- 
mented by a column for sales not allocated to districts is 


given below.

an appreciable lead in all three apparel categories, books and 
stationery, chemists’ wares, and sports and cycles. Only in 
furniture and furnishings had the Provinces a decisive 
advantage. 


Stocks’* 
Index Numbers of Apparel Stocks 


Despite the fairly high level of sales and the manufactur- 
ing difficulties during the crisis, the general trend of apparel 
stocks continues to be upwards, except perhaps in footwear. 
The index for women’s and children’s wear (including dress 
materials) at 109 was the highest recorded for some time, 
certainly since the early autumn of 1943. Men’s and boys’ 
wear recovered by a further 8 per cent. to 79; stocks are 
still low in this category, but this is the highest index since 
November 1944. The fall in footwear to 83 left that index 
still higher than in any month last year. 


Comparison with 12 Months Earlier 


Total stocks were up on the year by 33 per cent. and 
showed increases of over 40 per cent. in both London areas. 
The only decrease among all the figures tabulated was the 
drop of 18 per cent. for women’s stockings and socks ; 
stocks of these were already low at the end of March, and 
sales in April were heavy. 

Stocks of non-food merchandise as a whole rose by 33 per 
cent. and three of the main categories in this division 
adivanced by more than 50 per cent. These were hardware 
and electrical, 57 per cent., sports and cycles, 53 per cent., 
and furniture and furnishings, 514 per cent. All three had 


likewise been outstanding in March. The only change of 


less than 10 per cent. in any main category was the increase 
of 9-1 per cent. in books and stationery. Women’s and 
children’s wear, stocks of which expanded on the whole by 
25 per cent., had again a rather wide range of movement 


among its sub-categories, the extremes being the increase of 


36 per cent. in outerwear and the single fall of 18 per cent. 
in stockings and socks. Of the other increases the only one 
less than 20 per cent. was for underwear, 9 per cent. 

Food stocks at the end of April were 36-3 per cent. higher 
than 12 months earlier. This increase was slightly less than 
the corresponding figure for March. Relatively few food 
stores report stocks, which are turned over very rapidly, and 
the sample is too small to provide useful comparisons for 
the sub-categories. 

Note.—To save space the introductory paragraphs 
explaining the method of compiling the statistics (see, for 
example, the Board of Trade Journal for April 19, page 608) 
have been omitted from this review. The main point to 
note is that a number of contributors continued to use the 
calendar month and their sales have therefore had to be 
adjusted to the standard period of four weeks for April. 





* It must always be remembered that the statistics of stocks, 
particularly of food, are based on a much less representative sample 
of shops than those of sales; thus the collaborating co-operative 
societies, for example, do not report stocks. 


Industrial Use of the Gas Turbine 


The Ministry of Supply announced that a four weeks’ 
course on the application of the gas turbine for industry 
the first to be held—starts on June 30, at the National 
Gas Turbine Establishment, Ladywood Works, Lutte: 
worth, Leicestershire. 

The N.G.T.E. has previously held 17 courses on the 
aircraft application of the gas turbine, at which about 
250 engineers and Services technical officers represented 
Britain and the Dominions. 

There are still a few vacancies for the forthcoming 
course, the cost of which, including tuition and dormitory 
accommodation, is £60. Applications should be sent to 
the Chief Instructor, Mr. W. R. Thompson, at the National 
Gas Turbine Establishment, Ladywood Works, Lutter- 
worth, Leicestershire. 

This course, of post-graduate standard, should appeal 
to technicians in general and marine industry. To some 
it will offer yet another solution to the electrical peak load 
generation problem. 

It is hoped that a similar course will be held later in 
the year.

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A Scottish Exhibition of Industrial Design 


The article below, which gives more details of the ‘ Enterprise Scotland, 1947”? Exhibition to be 
held at Edinburgh in late August, has been contributed by the Regional Controller for Scotland, 
Board of Trade. 


N Scotland the industrialist never does things by halves, 

whether he is building the biggest ships in the world, or 

the biggest bridges, or simply handling most of the 
Empire’s trade in jute or whisky, or in smaller items like clay 
tobacco pipes, Christmas cards or rag blotting papers. 

It is fitting therefore that Scottish industrialists, given the 
opportunity to display their goods to the world across their 
own counter, should have seized it with both hands: fitting 
also that they should plan to stress in their own exhibition 
major items such as Scottish shipbuilding which have found 
little room in British Industries Fairs, since the Heavy 
Section, in Glasgow, was discontinued in favour of con- 
centration in London and Birmingham. 

‘* Enterprise Scotland’”’ is being opened in the Royal 
Scottish Museum, Edinburgh, late in August, at the time of 
the Edinburgh International Festival of Music and Drama. 
It will be in the vortex of the whirl of publicity which will 
envelop Edinburgh then, and industrialists have shown their 
awareness of the value of the expected inrush of visitors. 
The result will be an exhibition displaying not only the 
traditional Scottish industries—shipbuilding, engineering, 
textiles, printing, papermaking, foodstuffs, sports goods, and 
domestic equipment, to name a few—but the products of 
newcomers to Scotland—makers of clocks, of radios, of 
plastics and such things, who will in many instances be 
having their debut before the British public. 


Varied Exhibits 


Exhibits among the established industries will include 
leather goods—not only shoes and cases, but the leather 
belting in which Scotland leads the world. Carpet-making 
will be on show, an industry in which Scots have been 
pioneers and have made many revolutionary inventions. 
One of the chief representatives will be the largest carpet 
manufacturing company in the British Commonwealth, with 
aname known throughout the world. Others will come from 
the linoleum industry, based on the East of Scotland, where 
stands Kirkcaldy, the biggest single linoleum producing 
town in the world. 

A hall of textiles will be one of the most prominent 
sections of the exhibition. It will show men’s suits and 
country tweeds, soft weaves, women’s woollens, printed 
cottons, lightweight woollens, silks and rayons, fine linens, 
shawls, lace and net, furnishing textiles in woven and 
printed materials, and shirtings. Scottish knitwear, Border 
tweeds, Harris tweeds, scarves, tartans, and, of course, 
Paisley threads—all well established in world favour—will 
have striking representations. But there is, perhaps, no 
need to emphasize the part which design plays in these lines, 
for each year Scotland sets, to quite a considerable extent, 
the world’s fashions. 


Shipping Hall 


In a Shipping Hall, dominated by a model of the Scottish- 
built ‘‘ Queen Elizabeth,”’ will be models of old and new 
ships in various classes, and a set interior of a luxury liner 
cabin. Shipbuilding and engineering firms have contributed 
to such an extent that an overflow hall has been designed to 
give visual impressions of many of the things which go into 
modern passenger ships. 

Among the smaller products which will be represented are 
glass, glazed pottery, scientific instruments, sanitary equip- 
ment, hotel and sports equipment, the last featuring such 
items as fishing with rod and fly, shooting, golf, tennis and 
curling. Nor is the fact that Glasgow makes some of the 
world’s best footballs overlooked. 


Household Equipment 


Household equipment includes grates and stoves by a 
variety of firms, including the Falkirk firm who made the 
guns used by Wellington at Waterloo, sewing machines, 
refrigerators, wringers, and electrical products, such as 
heaters, vacuum cleaners, irons, bed warmers, and thermal 
blankets. Some of the firms are calling attention to their 


new designs for ‘‘ fuel economy ”’ fireplaces. Others are 
showing what progress they have made in the manufacture 
of aluminium ware. 

Many examples are to be given of Scottish enterprise over 
the last few years, much of which has been associated with 
good design. Their variety is almost infinite: engineering 
products, such as agricultural machinery, air conditioning 
plant, cameras, electrical equipment, hydraulic apparatus, 
radio sets, and scientific instruments ; fine chemicals ; floor 
coverings; foodstuffs; furniture; glass containers; 
paints ; rubber articles; toys and many other things. 


Some Novelties 


Some are distinctly novel, such as the fibre glass which is 
used for insulation, including sound deadening and cover- 
ings, and the non-absorbent expanded rubber, which is used 
as a low density core for lifebelts and for thermal insulation. 
Some are new to Scotland, such as radio sets—made by five 
firms now manufacturing north of the Border—and clocks 
and watches. Some are products of long-established 
Scottish firms, such as those engaged in designing and 
making new kinds of scientific instruments. 


A short time ago a preliminary viewing was held of the 
first collection of the many articles which are now being 
considered by the Selection Committees. The Secretary of 
State for Scotland, Mr. Joseph Westwood, was present at 
this viewing. Afterwards he summed up the policy of the 
exhibition, saying that the range of articles would astonish 
many people who at present imagine that Scottish industry 
is confined to just a very few crafts.

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Wholesale Prices in May 


HOLESALE prices in May, as measured by the 
Board of Trade index number, were 1-0 per cent. 
higher than in April. The increase in wholesale 
prices in the first five months of this year was about 5 per 
cent., compared with an upward movement of just over 
2 per cent. in January-May 1946. The rise last month 
was due largely to a further increase of 1-2 per cent. in 
the prices of industrial materials and manufactures, the 


most important changes being in respect of wool, timber -: 


and sisal. Prices of food (excluding tobacco) fell on the 
average during May by 0-7 per cent., but the increased 
tobacco prices which came into force on April 16, raised 
the food and tobacco index by 0-8 per cent. Compared 
with 1938, the aggregate increases were: all articles 86 per 
cent., industrial materials and manufactures 96 per cent., 
and food and tobacco 69 per cent. 

The regrouped data, in which the prices of industrial 
materials (excluding fuel) are classified according to the 
stage of completion reached by the products concerned, 
showed increases, compared with April, of 0-3 per cent. 
for basic materials and manufactured articles and 3-2 per 
cent. for intermediate products. Prices of building materials 
were 3-6 per cent. higher than in April. Since 1938, basic 
materials have risen by 132 per cent., intermediate products 
by 113 per cent., manufactured articles by 67 per cent., 
and building materials by 97 per cent. 

Food and Tobacco: Cereal prices showed little change, 
the slight increase recorded for the group being due to 
advances of about 1 per cent. in the prices of English 
Gazette average and English malting barley. 

In the meat, fish and eggs group, the decline of 1-6 per 
cent. was largely the result of a reduction of 18 per cent. 
on May 25 in the controlled prices of bacon and hams 
(weight of 5), the types included in the index showing an 
average fall of about 4 per cent. during the month ; this is 
the first change in price for these commodities since Octo- 
ber 1942. Home produced and Irish eggs were cheaper 
by 10 per cent. as a result of the alteration in the controlled 
price on April 20, while a fall of 2d. per stone on May 18 
brought down the average price of fresh herrings (weight 
of one-half) by about 14 per cent. 

The ‘‘ other food and tobacco ”’ group was affected to a 
great extent by price changes which occurred during the 
second half of April. The increased Customs duties which 
came into effect on April 16 raised the average prices of 
tobacco (weight of 5) during May by about 20 per cent., 
while the reductions in the prices of sugar for domestic 
consumption on April 27, and of butter on April 21, resulted 
in the average prices of both these commodities falling 
in May by about 9 per cent. The maximum price of 
potatoes (weight of 4) was raised by 1s. 3d. per cwt. on May 3, 


causing an average increase of 18} per cent. on the month, 
while the average price of tea was 9} per cent. higher as a 
result of the increase of 4d. per lb. on May 13. 

Industrial Materials and Manufactures: The most 
noteworthy movement during May was the rise of 5-1 per 
cent. recorded for the wool group. Following the con- 
tinuous advance this year in the price of raw wool and the 
recent increase in combing charges, higher maximum 
prices were authorized as from May 5 for wool tops and 
merino noils for the home market. The amounts of the 
increases varied considerably according to quality, botany 
noils 64’s rising by 16 per cent. on the month, merino tops 
64’s by 18 per cent., and crossbred tops 48’s by 2 per cent. 
The corresponding increases for weaving yarns were 12 per 
cent. for botany 64’s, 5 per cent. for worsted 64’s, and 14 per 
cent. for crossbred 36-40’s. Prices of raw wool showed a 
further rise of 24 per cent. 

The only substantial change in the iron and steel group 
was a rise of about 17 per cent. in the average price of high 
speed tool steel bars, which have been decontrolled since 
the beginning of March. Prices of foundry and forge pig 
iron, delivered to the North-East coast, were about 14 per 
cent. higher as a result of the authorized increase on May 2. 

Among ‘* other textiles,’ the outstanding movement for 
the month was in respect of East African sisal, the con- 
trolled price of which was raised on May 1 by £20 per ton 
(32 per cent.). Rayon yarns (weight of 4), on the other 
hand, were reduced by 6d per lb. on May 22, following the 
repeal of the Excise duty ; the average prices of the types 
included in the index fell during the month by about 3 to 
4 per cent. 

The price changes among ‘‘ chemicals and oils’ were 
confined mainly to petroleum products; increases on May 
15 of 14d. per gallon in the price of motor spirit and of 1d. 
per galion in that of burning oil, caused average prices 
during the month to rise by about 4 and 5} per cent. 
respectively. As a result of a price increase in April, 
average prices of refined groundnut oil in May showed a 
rise of 44 per cent. 


‘ 


The increase of 1-5 per cent. in the miscellaneous group 
was due mainly to the new maximum prices for imported 
softwoods, which came into force on May 1—the first 
general rise in selling prices for nearly seven years. The 
increase of approximately £20 per standard represents 
rises of about 43 to 45 per cent. in the prices of the three 
varieties of softwoods included in the index. The price of 
rubber (weight of 2) fell by 26 per cent. during May. The 
only other change among the miscellaneous group was an 
increase of about 4 per cent. in the average price of chalk 
lime (weight of one-half).

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Control of Wool Wastes 
Order 


HE Board of Trade have made the Control of Wool 
Wastes Order, 1947, which came into force on June 11, 
1947. 

The new Order replaces the existing Orders, Control of 
Wool Wastes (No. 1) Order, 1941 and Control of Wool 
Wastes (No. 2) Order, 1943. 

The principal alterations are that :— 

The maximum prices chargeable for the scheduled wool 
wastes are increased in all cases but that of 46/48s Mixed 
Colours Spinning Thread Waste. The effect is to bring them 
broadly into line with current maximum prices for tops. 

The control of prices chargeable for wool wastes now 
covers all contracts of sale except those to retailers and by 
retail, but the exemption from price control of export 
contracts of wool waste is extended to export contracts of 
goods made wholly or partly from wool waste 

Acquisition or disposal licences are no longer required for 
retail transactions or for purchases by retailers.

Shipping Casualty Returns 


The Liverpool Underwriter’s Association has issued the 
following classified Return of Casualties to motor and steam 
vessels of 500 tons gross register and upwards which have 
been posted in the Loss Book during the month ended 
May 31, 1947. These returns are compared with similar 
periods for the year 1945-1946. 

In May 1947, ten losses of motor and steam vessels were 
shown. These amounted to a gross tonnage of 21,824 tons, 
of which five were British, amounting to 12,202 tons, one 
French (1,642 tons) and one Swedish (3,237 tons). 

In May 1946 there were 11 losses, totalling 35,817 tons. 
Of these, three were British (7,241 tons) and three American 
(21,857 tons). 

In May 1945, figures were four of 10,974 tons. Of these 
two were British (8,564 tons) and one American (1,214 tons).

knowledge is being steadily maintained and with the 
23 listed below the total now available is 2,096. A further 
13 reports on Japanese Industry received from Washington 
are also available, making a total of 54. 

Reports on German Industry are prepared by Allied 
Industrialists (mainly British and American) who were sent 
to Germany under the auspices first of the Combined 
Intelligence Objectives Sub-Committee and subsequently of 
the British Intelligence Objectives Sub-Committee and its 
American counterpart, the Field Information Agency, 
Technical. 

Reports on Japanese Industry so far received are almost 
exclusively from American sources and are in most cases 
compiled by teams of United States Service Personnel, and 
readers are reminded that many of these reports are of a 
preliminary nature and do not go into great detail. 

It is important that industrialists should realize that 
although no invention made in Germany or Japan during 
the period between September 3, 1938, and December 31, 
1945, can become the subject of a valid British patent, some 
of the information gathered in Germany or Japan may be 
covered by valid patents or patent applications in the United 
Kingdom. In order to avoid infringing patent rights, firms 


interested in exploiting any particular item are advised to 
investigate the patents position in the United Kingdom 
before going into production. Similar investigations are 
also desirable before exports are made to any particular 
country abroad.

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Further Recovery of the Cotton 


Industry 


HE first two weeks of April were affected by the Easter 

holiday, but in the later part of the month the cotton 

industry virtually completed its recovery from the 
effects of the fuel crisis. 

In the single spinning section figures are collected weekly 
so that the progress of recovery can be followed more closely. 
By the final week of the period (ending May 3) the output 
of single yarn was within 1 per cent. of the highest figure 
recorded for any week since the end of the war, which was 
achieved just before the introduction of the five-day week. 
For the whole five-week period the output rate was slightly 
higher than in March, despite the holiday and 12 per cent. 
more than in April 1946, when output was also affected by 
Easter holidays. 

In the weaving section output of cloth averaged 37-6 
million linear yards per week, or 6 per cent. more than in 
March and 3 per cent. more than a year ago. The recovery 
during April was more marked in cotton cloth, the average 
weekly output of which was 8 per cent. higher than in March.

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Export of Fresh and Processed Fish 


HE Minister of Food announces the following revised 

arrangements for exports of fish. The position will 

be reviewed at a later date, if necessary, in relation 
to the supplies available for home consumption. 


Unrestricted Export to All Countries 
From June 9, 1947, no export licence will be required for 
the following varieties of fish :— 
Fresh white fish, all descriptions except brill, halibut, lemon 
soles, plaice, soles and turbot. 
Fresh salmon, including grilse and migratory trout. 
Shell fish, all kinds. 
Fresh herrings. 
Salt fish—dry, semi-dry or wet salted cod, haddock, hake, 
ling, pollock, saithe (coalfish) and tusk. 
Export without licence will be permitted until notice 
to the contrary is given. 


Restricted Export under Individual Export Licences to Hard 
Currency Areas 

It has been decided to permit the export under licence, 
to ‘‘ hard currency ”’ areas only, of certain varieties of quick 
frozen, smoked or cured white and other fish, except kippers 
and bloaters, arrangements for the export of which to 
all areas have been announced separately. This is in 
accordance with the policy of increasing exports wherever 
possible to countries upon which we are compelled to rely 
for essential imports of food, materials and manufactured 
goods, payment for which has to be made in dollars and 
similar ‘‘ hard ’’ currencies. 

The ‘‘ hard currency ”’ areas to which it is desired to 
encourage exports are defined as the Western Hemisphere 
(North, Central and South America, excluding British, 
French and Dutch Colonies), the Philippines, Sweden, 
Switzerland,Portugal and Portuguese Colonies. Cured fish 
of various kinds found a ready market in these and other 
countries before the war, and it is thought that the trade 
might now profitably be revived. In addition, the 
advent of quick-freezing should make it possible to offer 
in attractive form the choicer varieties of white fish and 
herrings. Traders are accordingly invited to submit, 
as indicated below, proposals for the export of the following 
varieties and descriptions :— 

(i) Quick frozen herrings and herring roes ; 

(ii) Pickle-cured, red and silver-cured herrings ; 

(iii) Quick-frozen white fish of the varieties brill, halibut, 

lemon soles, plaice, soles and turbot ; 

(iv) Smoked white fish, all descriptions ; 

(v) Pickled-cured pilchards and sprats. 


Procedure for Obtaining Export Licences 

A merchant wishing to export fish of the classes (i) or (ii) 
above should apply in the first instance to the Herring 
Industry Board, 1 Glenfinlas Street, Edinburgh, 3, using 
an export licence application form copies of which can be 
obtained from any Customs Office or from the Board of 
Trade, Export Licensing Branch, Stafford House, King 
William Street, London, E.C.4. 

A merchant wishing to export fish of the classes 
(iii), (iv) or (v) above should apply in writing to the Director, 
Fish Division, Ministry of Food, Carlton Hotel, Pall Mall, 
London, S.W.1, stating :— 

(a) whether the applicant has previously exported fish 

to the countries concerned ;

(b) the country or countries to which he now wishes to 
export fish; and 
(c) the varieties, giving the weight in each case, that he 
proposes to export under the scheme during a period 
of six months. 
If approved, the application will be forwarded to the 
Board of Trade, Export Licensing Branch, by whom licences 
will be issued. 


Notes for the Guidance of Exporters 

Fish for export is not subject to United Kingdom price 
control. 

The Ministry of Food is ready to help where possible by 
facilitating arrangements with importing countries, but 
all offers, negotiations, trade arrangements and financial 
transactions with buyers must be made by the merchants 
concerned. 

The conditions stipulated by certain importing countries, 
which have already been communicated to the trade, still 
apply so far as those countries are concerned. The following 
information is given for the countries named :— 

Switzerland.—Traders in the United Kingdom are free 
to negotiate direct with Swiss importers. It is understood 
that there is a small import duty on fish imported into 
Switzerland, and that at the present time the most suitable 
route for exports is via Newhaven and Dieppe. 

France.—The French authorities have agreed to import 
limited quantities of fish from the United Kingdom during 
1947. Exporters are advised to communicate with La 
Federation des Importateurs de Produits Alimentaires, 
25 Rue d’Orleans, Boulogne-sur-Mer, from whom they will 
receive marketing instructions. 

Belgium.—tTraders in the United Kingdom are free to 
negotiate direct with Belgian importers. 

Eire.—The Hireann Department of Agriculture has 
agreed to allow importation in quantities which will be 
determined from week to week according to the supplies 
available from Eireann production. Purchases will be made 
only through the Irish Sea Fisheries Association in Dublin, 
and traders are free to make arrangements with that 
Association. 

Further information of this kind will be announced as it 
becomes available.

Questions Asked and Answered in 
Parliament 


Below 18 a selection of questions of interest to trade and industry answered in the House of Commons 


THURSDAY JUNE 5 


Export of Hosiery 

Asked whether he would make arrangements to allow a 
larger proportion of high-class hosiery to be exported, 
especially to dollar exchange countries, the President of the 
Board of Trade, Sir Stafford Cripps, replied that the amount 
of hosiery which could be exported was limited only by the 
necessity of honouring the clothing ration at home, and of 
an adequate production of Utility goods. Subject to this, 
every effort was made to assist manufacturers of high-class 
hosiery who wished to export, especially to hard currency 
markets. 


Importance of Salvage 

The President said he could not too strongly emphasize 
the importance of improving collections of household salvage 
and he hoped that householders would do their best to keep 
waste materials separate and Local Authorities would ensure 
as far as possible regular collections. In addition to waste 
paper and rags, kitchen waste should be saved in those areas 
where collection facilities were provided. Bottles, jars and 
bones were also important. 


Cotton Yarn for Sail-making 

The President said that he was aware that deliveries of 
cotton yarn for sail-making purposes were being made 
against past allocations. New allocations for export 
purposes, including exports of sail cloths and sails, had, 
however, been suspended at present in view of the heavy 
arrears of production in the cotton industry. He hoped that 
firms engaged in sail-making would be able to place fresh 
orders for future delivery at an early date. 


Children’s Clothing Coupons 

On the subject of children’s additional clothing coupons, 
the President said that the Children’s Ten would become 
available on August 1. He proposed to maintain the 
children’s additional supplements at last year’s level and to 
make them available as from September 1 through the Food 
Offices. Children, therefore, aged between approximately 
104 and 16 on August 1 would be entitled to an extra 20 
coupons and those over 16 and under 18 to an extra 10 
coupons. Children under 104 would be able to qualify for 
the extra 20 coupons if because of height, weight or size of 
foot they required adult sizes. 


MONDAY JUNE 9 


Paper for Foreign Government Publications 

Asked whether any limitation was placed on the supply of 
paper desired for the purpose of publishing in this country 
under the auspices of foreign governments, information and 
news concerning their countries, the Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Belcher, replied that the 
restrictions imposed for the control of paper applied to such 
publications as well as to others, and any applications for 
relief were considered on the advice of the Departments 
concerned. 


Fire at Rubber Dump 

Asked how much rubber was destroyed by fire at Mitcham 
on the Government dump on June 1, 2 and 3, what was the 
value; whether it was insured; why was such a large 
accumulation permitted ; and why was it not made avail- 
able to industry sooner, Mr. Belcher replied that about 8,000 
to 10,000 tons of scrap rubber, valued from £40,000 to 
£50,000 were destroyed. The loss was covered by insur- 
ance. The dump at Mitcham was one of many set up 
during the war in various parts of the country to store rubber 
collected by local authorities. For economy in sorting, 
distribution and general management it was necessary to 
concentrate fairly large quantities on each dump. All the 
scrap had been offered to industry and the great bulk of 
the reclaimable material had been sold for future delivery. 


Disposal of Parachute Canopies 
Mr. Belcher stated that the procedure introduced last year 


for the disposal of parachute canopies had recently been 
changed. Under the new arrangements, which were now 
ready to operate, silk canopies would be disposed of through 
the silk trade. Other canopies would be distributed through 
the Surplus Textiles Corporation. Uncut parachute 
material in the piece had been disposed of like other surplus 
piece goods through normal trade channels. 


TUESDAY JUNE 10 


Imports of Cars from U.S.A. 

Mr. Belcher said that the number of licences granted for 
the import of cars from the U.S.A. from January 1, 1945, 
to the end of April 1947 was 346. The total number of 
cars imported from the U.S.A. under the licences granted 
was 88. Foreign exchange was made available in respect 
of a small proportion only of the cars licensed, the others 
being licensed as gifts. The sterling equivalent of the 
exchange so authorised was £9,722. 


Softwood from Germany 

Mr. Belcher said that in the first half of 1947, arrivals 
from the original British Zone in Germany of softwood, 
mainly in the form of logs, were estimated to amount to 
263,000 tons and of hardwood to 21,000 tons. During the 
same period expected arrivals from the original United 
States Zone were 22,000 standards of sawn softwood. 
Owing to the uncertainties of the conditions of the produc- 
tion and shipment of timber from Germany, Mr. Belcher 
said he would hesitate to make a definite estimate at 
present of arrivals in the second six months, but he hoped 
they would not be less. 


U.S. Wool Levy 

Asked what representations had been made to the 
United States Government against the proposed tariff 
increase on woollen imports; and whether he would make 
a statement on this subject, the Secretary for Overseas 
Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, replied that His Majesty’s 
Government had been following closely the proposal now 
before the United States Congress for the levy in certain 
circumstances of a fee on imports of wool. It remained to be 
seen whether it would become law in its present form ; but 
he had seen published statements of members of the 
United States Administration to the effect that the latter 
was opposed to the enactment of the legislation in its 
present form as inconsistent with the objects of the Inter- 
national Trade Conference now proceeding at Geneva. 
The Government had not made any formal representations 
to the United States Government on this subject ; but they 
were fully aware, from discussions at the Geneva Con- 
ference, of our views and of those of the Dominions. 


Concentrated Industries in Scotland 

Asked how many factories or other establishments 
concentrated in Scotland during the war still remained 
concentrated ; and, of those deconcentrated, how many 
had resumed their pre-war manufacturing activities, 
Mr. Belcher replied that 36 firms in Scotland, distributed 
amongst six industries, were still concentrated. The 
remainder of the firms which were previously concentrated 
had all resumed their pre-war manufacturing activities. 


Imports of Art 

Works of art may We imported only under licence and 
import licences were, in general, granted only against an 
undertaking to re-export all the imports within a reasonable 
period, it was stated. For balance of payments reasons, 
it was not at present possible to modify this policy. 


Shortage of Linen for Hotels 

Mr. Belcher stated that the Board of Trade were fully 
aware of the difficulties of hotels all over the country 
owing to the shortage of linen and laundry facilities. 
Under a scheme announced on December 5, 1946, a sub- 
stantial measure of help was given in preparation for the 
1947 season to certain classes of hotels and similar establish- 
ments, including those of special importance to overseas

visitors. The Board of Trade were in touch with the 
British Tourist and Holidays Board with a view to some 
further limited help being given over sheets. Pillow slips 
were not rationed and special arrangements could not be 
made for their supply to hotels. 


Crockery Shortage 

The President said he was aware that at the moment 
crockery was short nearly everywhere; but the manu- 
facturers’ fuel allocations were increased at the beginning 
of this month, and their supplies to the home market 
should now steadily pick up. He was satisfied that the 
arrangements made with the manufacturers ensured that 
supplies were distributed as widely as possible. 


Bonus for Waste Paper Collection 

Mr. Belcher stated that a bonus payment of £1 per ton 
on every ton of waste psper collected and sold by Local 
Authorities in excess of 80 per cent. of the tonnage collected 
and sold in the preceding sixemonthly period was being 
paid to stimulate collections. Payment was made on the 
basis of returns of sales by Local Authorities properly 
certified. Recent collections had not compared favourably 
with those made during the war, the tonnage having 
declined from the peak of 433,403 tons in 1942 to 221,318 
tons in 1946. They had, however, been increasing slowly 
since January 1, 1946, when the bonus system was intro- 
duced. Further measures were under consideration to 
bring home to the public and local authorities the con- 
tinuing importance of salvage through press publicity and 
and other means.

HE returns for April received by the Board of Trade 

from the panels of independent retailers (as described 

in the Board of Trade Journal for May 24) show that 
in all the trades covered sales were higher than a year 
ago, the increases ranging from 4 per cent. for drapers to 
58 per cent. for the motor and cycle group. In most 
cases sales in April were also greater than in March. 

One factor which had an important influence on this 
month’s statistics for the retailers of clothing is the differing 
dates on which coupons were released in 1946 and 1947. 
Sales had been greatly stimulated in April 1946 by a new 
release, whereas this year the effect of the release (made 
on March 1) was beginning to lose some of its f rce; this 
difference tended to make the rise in sales compared with a 
year ago less than it would have been on a “level” 
comparison. 

Despite the fact that April was the second month of 
the period, the clothing retailers recorded rather higher 
sales than in March; this emphasizes the fact that sales 
in March were depressed by the severe weather and fuel 
restrictions. 

The number of returns compiled for April was larger 
than for February or March in most trades, which makes it 
possible to give a larger number of regional figures ; these 
are brought together in a table headed ‘‘ Movements in 
Sales by Areas’”’ at the foot of the next page. 

Another table overleaf gives index numbers of sales, 
related to January 1947 as 100, for all months since the 
comprehensive statistics started. The table below shows 
movements in sales comparing April 1947 with April 1946 
and the three months period February-April 1947 with the 
same period a year earlier.

Drapers 


The increase in sales of independent drapers compared 
with a year ago was only 4 per cent., which is appreciably 
smaller than the 15 per cent. rise shown by both men’s 
wear shops and boot and shoe retailers. The difference 
between the figures is largely explained by the special 
stimulus to drapers’ sales a year ago which was given by 
the temporary downpointing of most types of women’s 
wool outerwear. This temporary downpointing also 
accounted for the fact that coupon takings rose by 17 per 
cent., against 4 per cent. for cash sales, despite the higher 
level of average prices. 

For women’s and children’s wear departments of large- 
scale retailers sales in April were 10 per cent. higher than a 
year earlier and for the period February-April, 17 per cent. 
above those in the corresponding period of 1946; the 
comparable figures for independent drapers were 4 and 15 
per cent. respectively. As was explained in the article for 
March, however, the figures do not refer to quite the same 
categories of goods and some difference between the two 
types of retailers must be expected. 


Men’s Wear Shops 


Sales of independent men’s wear shops were 15 per cent. 
higher in April than a year ago, despite the less favourable 
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Independent Retailers in April 


‘* coupon release” position mentioned above. As in March 
the increase in sales by outfitters (17 per cent.) was a little 
larger than for bespoke tailors (14 per cent.), but the 
difference is slight. 

Men’s and boys’ wear departments of large-scale retailers 
showed an increase of only 2 per cent. in April over April 
1946; for the period February-April, however, the rise 
was 24 per cent., the same as that for independent men’s 
wear shops in the same period. Coupon takings in April 
were 10 per cent. greater than a year earlier, compared 
with a 15 per cent. increase in sales. The difference 
essentially reflects the rise in average prices. 


Boot and Shoe Shops 


Compared with a year ago sales of independent boot and 
shoe retailers in April were 15 per cent. higher, and the 
index number for April was the highest so far recorded. 

In the period February-April sales were 19 per cent. 
higher than a year earlier, an increase which is substantially 
the same as that recorded for the footwear departments 
of large-scale retailers (up 21 per cent.). Sales of the latter 
were 19 per cent. higher in April than a year ago, a rather 
higher figure than that shown for the independent shops. 


Furniture Dealers 


Sales of independent furniture shops in April rose by 
27 per cent. compared with a year earlier, but over the 
three months February-April the increase was only 15 per 
cent. 

The corresponding increases in sales of the furnishing 
departments of the large-scale retailers were 30 per cent. 
and 25 per cent. respectively. For a considerable number 
of months large-scale retailers have consistently shown 
larger increases over last year than independent shops. 

April sales were 2 per cent. above the March level with 
an index of 115, but have still not recovered to the level 
of November and December 1946, when the index was 118. 


Hardware, Electrical and Radio Shops 


April sales of independent hardware, electrical and 
radio dealers were 19 per cent. higher than a year earlier. 
For shops specializing in electrical and radio goods the 
rise in sales (36 per cent.) was, as in February-March, 
considerably greater than for the group as a whole. 

For the three months February-April the increase in 
sales for the group as a whole was 14 per cent. compared 
with the corresponding period a year earlier. Sales of the 
hardware and electrical departments of large-scale retailers 
showed substantially the same increase (15 per cent.) 
for this period; for April alone, however, large-scale 
retailers fared rather better, with a rise of 24 per cent. 
compared with one of 19 per cent. for independent shops. 

Both the hardware group as a whole and the electrical 
specialists showed a rise of about 9 per cent. in sales between 
March and April. 


Booksellers, Stationers and Newsagents 


Returns received from the panel of booksellers, stationers 
and newsagents show that sales in April were only 5 per 
cent. higher than a year ago, and 2 per cent. lower than 
in March 1947. The rather lower level of sales in April 
may be due to a decrease in the value of tobacco sales 
following the increase in the duty, although tobacco forms 
a relatively small part of the total turnover of the members 
of the panel. 

For the period February-April sales were 7 per cent. 
higher than in the corresponding period of 1946; the 
books and stationery departments of the large-scale 
retailers showed a fall of 3 per cent. for the same period. 
In April alone the independents also fared better, with 
a rise of 5 per cent. against a fall of 2 per cent. The greater 
importance of newspapers in their sales may be partly 
responsible for the difference. 


Toys, Sports and Leather Goods Shops 


Independent retailers of toys, sports and leather goods 
experienced an increase of 25 per cent. in sales in April, 
compared with March. This was no doubt partly due to 
seasonal factors, but the halving of purchase tax on a 
number of sports goods may also have been a stimulating 
factor in the latter part of the month. 

Compared with a year ago sales in April were 16 per 
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cent. higher; the corresponding figure for those depart- 
ments of large-scale retailers which include the majority 
of the items sold by the independent shops was 14 per 
cent. 

In the three months period February-April sales were 
6 per cent. higher than in the same period last year, an 
increase still considerably smaller than that recorded for 
the larger retailers (up 12 per cent.). 


Chemists 


Sales of independent chemists in April were practically 
the same as in March, and, as in most of the previous 
months, 11 per cent. higher than a year ago. This latter 
increase is almost exactly the same as that recorded for 
chemists’ wares sold by large-scale retailers. For the 
period February-April the rise is also very nearly the 
same, 10 per cent. for independents and 9 per cent. for 
the large retailers. 

The figures for the separate districts are also 
similar, ranging only from 7 per cent. to 12 per cent. 


Jewellers 


Sales of independent jewellers in April recovered further 
from the low February level and were 8 per cent. higher 
than in March. Compared with April 1946, sales were 
17 per cent. higher, while the increase for the period 
February-April was 13 per cent. Comparable figures 
for the jewellery sales of the large-scale retailers are not 
yet available. 

As in February and March a sufficiently large sample to 
be reliable was received from only one of the areas— 
the South of England—where sales in April were 12 per 
cent. higher than a year earlier. Sales in the other provincial 
areas showed mostly larger increases than this and ranged 
up to nearly 40 per cent.

stations recovered further in April from the low February 
level and were 22 per cent. higher than in March. Com- 
pared with April 1946, they were 53 per cent. higher and 
for the three months February-April taken together sales 
were 34 per cent. above the level reached in the corres- 
ponding period of last year. 

A large increase was to be expected for this group with 
the revival of private motoring and increased supplies 
generally. 

In the South of England, the only area from which 
enough returns to form a reliable sample were received, 
sales in April were 44 per cent. higher than a year ago.

The Candles (Maximum Prices) (No. 2) Order, 1947 : The 
Board of Trade, in consultation with the Central Price 
Regulation Committee, have made an Order* increasing the 
maximum prices of common paraffin wax candles.

Grantham Productions to continue Tractor Production :

Limited, had initiated. The Board of Trade have given 
consideration to these arrangements and have agreed that 
the allocation of factories Nos. 2, 3 and 4 should continue to 
the purchasers of the assets of Grantham Productions. 


BRITISH STANDARDS 


Sanitary equipment for Schools (Fireclay) : These 
standards have just been published by the British Standards 
Institution. They form the first part of a series produced 
at the request of the Ministry of Education in collaboration 
with the Ministry of Works and the Scottish Education 
Department. All these specifications are based upon 
recommendations of the Schools Sub-Committee of the 
Ministry of Works Standards Committee, the work of which 
is fully explained in Post-War Building Studies No. 24— 
school furniture and equipment. 

The work was commenced as the large programme of 
school construction resulting from the Education Act of 
1944 made it essential that adequate supplies of the requisite 
materials and equipment should be available to meet the 
anticipated need. Consequently it was desirable to provide 
manufacturers with information to enable them to concen- 
trate their activities on the articles most needed in types 
likely to be in the greatest demand. This was particularly 
the case in view of the heavy load placed upon the manu- 
facturing industry by the post-war domestic building pro- 
gramme. 

It was, therefore, felt that if basic standards of dimensions 
materials and construction could be set down, they would 
result in a general economy. The present volume includes 
the following standards :— 

BS/MOF_ 1.—Fireclay lavatory basins and ancillary equip- 
ment. 

2.—-Fireclay lavatory troughs. 

3.—Fireclay drinking fountains. 
1..Fireclay sinks, tubs, footbaths and_ slop- 

hoppers. 

5.—Fireclay trays for individual shower baths. 
6.—Fireclay urinal ranges and ancillary equip- 
ment. 
-W.C. suites with fireclay pans. 

Kach standard gives the requirements in respect of quality 
of materials, types and sizes, construction and dimensions, 
and details of fittings. 

In the cases of lavatory basins and lavatory troughs, the 
arrangements for ranges are detailed. The standard for 
W.C. suites covers the flushing troughs, flush pipes, pans 
and seats. Each standard includes fully dimensioned 
drawings. 

The Sub-Committee had the advice of medical, educa- 
tional and scholastic authorities in laying down the principles

upon which the specifications were based, and the require- 
ments adopted conform, so far as practicable, to the present 
trend of medical opinion upon these matters. 

It was decided on grounds of sanitation to exclude seating 
pads from the standard dealing with W.C.’s, and to include 
the open-fronted type of seat. The range of pans includes 
sizes from 8 ins. to 14 ins. in height so that the correct 
size may be chosen to suit all age groups. 

The slab type of urinal with divisions has been excluded 
as it was considered to be less hygienic than the stall 
pattern, and in any case the saving in cost for bulk pur- 
chases was thought to be insufficient to justify the retention 
of a type which is also felt to be outdated. 

The whole range of appliances has been considered from 
the aspect that the children should be educated in the 
use of up-to-date articles which have not only been manu- 
factured to definite standards in regard to quality and 
workmanship, but possess generally acceptable aesthetic 
qualities. 

It was felt most strongly that the likely psychological 
effect on the children should be most advantageous. 

The seven standards are published in one volume at a 
price of 7s. 6d., post free, available from the British Stan- 
dards Institution, 24, Victoria Street, London, S.W.1. 


Colours for Light Signals: There are in existence several 
British Standard Specifications defining the colours used 
for particular types of signalling equipment, e.g., road 
traffic signals, railway signals, aerodrome lighting, and 
lighthouse beams. The colour definitions given in these 
specifications differ slightly, and the existence of these 
differences has been felt to be unnecessary and to lead to 
manufacturing difficulties which result in delays in supplying 
to the requirenients of different users. The problems in- 
volved in the recognition of signal colours are largely common 
to all users and the differences which occur in the various 
specifications have in many instances no fundamental 
justification, having arisen largely from the independent 
experience of the different users. An attempt has, therefore, 
been made to reconcile the differences, and a co-ordinated 
specification has now been drawn up which will, it is hoped, 
eventually supersede the colour requirements at present set 
out in B.S. 505, 563, 623 and 942. These specifications have 
been in use long enough for sound practical experience of 
the specified limits to be obtained, and in preparing the new 
specification consideration has been given to this practical 
experience, to a number of specifications issued by other 
bodies for marine, aviation and railway colour signals and 
also to the most recent laboratory work on the recognition 
of coloured lights. In this way, the most up-to-date infor- 
mation has been combined to define the limits of colours 
which should prove the most satisfactory to all users. 

The new specification (B.S. 1376) is to be regarded as 
provisional ; it will be reviewed and, if necessary, revised 
as soon as data based on practical trials are available. In 
the meantime, the colour requirements set out in the speci- 
fications referred to above will remain in force and are to be 
regarded as alternative, at the discretion of the user, to the 
requirements set out in the new specification. 

The new specification is divided into three parts dealing 
with standards for colours, glass filters and methods of 
measurement respectively.

Purchase Tax on Domestic Appliances: The following 
information regarding the liability to tax of certain domestic 
appliances and domestic apparatus is published by the 
Commissioners of Customs and Excise, after consultation 
with trade interests concerned, as supplementary to that 
given in Notice No. 78G :— 

Chargeable at the rate of 66% per cent: 

Stoves, grates, ranges and fireplaces designed for burning 
solid fuel and having also provision for alternative or 
supplementary heating by electricity or gas, e.g., fireplaces 
with electric radiator panels, solid fuel fired ovens with 
gas burners. 

(In the case of an assembly comprising a solid fuel fire 
or cooking range with a separate gas or electric stove en 
suite, tax is chargeable only on the gas or electric stove.)

Exports 


The following article has been written for the Board 
Consul-General at Houston, Texas. The Export

HE State of ‘exas contains 267,339 square miles, 

8-8 per cent. of the United States total. It has a 

population of nearly 7,000,000 people, it is served by 
twelve deep water ports on the Gulf of Mexico and is the 
natural gateway for ocean freights for a region which 
includes South Central, Central and North Central States 
with their population of some 25,000,000 to 30,000,000 
inhabitants 


The zone or region in which it lies can be served through 
Gulf Ports, such as Houston and Galveston, with their 
up-to-date shipside and rail facilities, under considerably 
lower distributing costs than by way of Atlantic Ports. 
Ocean freights from, say, Liverpool to the Gulf Ports are 
the same as from Liverpool to New York. Rail rates to 
points west of Chicago are lower from the Gulf than from 
New York, to Texas points very much lower. There is 
liner service from Liverpool to New Orleans and Houston, 
a ship a month at this time, and although the sea voyage 
is longer, quicker handling and much shorter rail haul 
allows goods to reach their destination in Texas just as 
quickly as via any port in the east. 


Distribution Centre 


In Texas the principal centres of distribution are Houston 
—population approximately 500,000 and Dallas, about 
400,000, each city serving very many smaller communities. 
A significant move was made recently when a branch office 
of the Houston Port Commission was opened in Kansas 
City, Missouri. A group of 35 Houstonians were honoured 
with a Missouri celebration of ‘‘ Port Houston Day ”’. and 
the President of the Kansas City Chamber of Commerce 
announced the intention of establishing a trade bureau in 
Houston. ‘Tentative plans are being laid for similar 
arrangements with other Mid-Western trade centres. 


Plans for an ‘‘ International House’”’ in Houston, to 
cost $1,500,000, have been drawn up, this to facilitate 
foreign trade, import and export, through the Houston 
gateway. Texas has come to realize that trade must be 
two-way, and that if it wants to sell its cotton, etc., to 
Europe, it must be prepared to take goods in return. 


In addition to serving as a funnel for distribution into 
Central States, Texas itself offers great possibilities for 
British exporters. The complex equipment of modern 
manufacturing is spreading over the once wide open spaces. 
Almost unlimited natural gas provides cheap ful and a 
surfeit of raw materials exists. 


Big new chemical plants are going up, many war indus- 
tries remain. It is expected that in a few years’ time 
industrial investment in Texas will have grown since 19410 
by some $1,500,000,000. Retail sales have increased 
very greatly and there is therefore great expansion of 
markets for consumer goods. This is undoubtedly a 
wealthy market of increasing importance for certain types 
of British goods, the quality of which is appreciated. 
Even in smaller centres, a ‘“‘ Made in Britain’’ label will 
command a premium. 


Economic Development 


The economic development of Texas is expected to con- 
tinue.

are only tov anxious to buy here in Texas, either direct 
from the United Kingdom or through some local whole- 
saler, distributor or agent who represents or is in direct 
trading contact with the British manufacturers. 


It is of great importance that British exporters should 
appreciate the difficulty of nationwide coverage from 
New York, the growing tendency of retailers in each district 
to buy in the nearest big distribution centre (in most of 
which, at regular intervals, Fairs or Trade Shows take place), 
and the advantages to be gained by regional marketing. 
Statistics indicate that purchasing power of South-Western 
families has risen enormously and sales possibilities for 
British products in the area have certainly doubled in the 
last few years. Although British exporters cannot compete 
with a considerable number of mass-produced United States 
goods, outside these groups there remains a wide range of 
products which, provided they were manufactured to 
conform to the prospective buyers’ tastes, and competently 
marketed, could command large sales, especially high 
grade goods in which individual craftsmanship is an im- 
portant element. But any procedure of manufacturing 
something and then going out and looking for a market 
for it must be changed. Samples of British goods should 
be first introduced into the selling zone, carefully studied, 
and criticized by local distributors or retailers. 


U.S. Competition 


As stated above, British manufacturers cannot compete 
with United States manufacturers of cheaper, mass- 
produced articles, but the following either have been or 
are being successfully sold in Texas: high class textiles, 
woollens, furnishing fabrics, Jaces and nets, chinaware 
and pottery, leather goods, cutlery, carpets and rugs, 
glassware, silverware, antiques and reproductions, motor 
cycles and bicycles, footwear and saddlery, certain chemicals, 
certain precision instruments, certain pharmaceuticals, 
and whisky. 

Possibilities of new lines should not be overlooked. It 
is important that manufacturers’ representatives should 
make personal unhurried market investigations. This 
is being done by United States manufacturers from other 
parts of the United States, and it would seem logical to 
follow this example.

Consulate General, 
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Private Trade with Japan 


HE announcement by the Supreme Commander for 

the Allied Powers in Japan (General MacArthur) 

foreshadowed in the Board of Trade Journal of 
May 31, page 900, about the resumption of private trade 
with Japan bas now been made. Private trade wil] open 
on August 15, and business men will be admitted into 
Japan from that date to conduct business negotiations. 
No transaction may, however, be finalized before 
September 1, in order that no special advantage will be 
enjoyed by neutral traders and others already resident: in 
Japan. 

A limited number of persons concerned with the pro- 
vision of banking, insurance and transport services will be 
permitted entry into Japan before August 15 in order to 
make their preparations. The Export Promotion Depart- 
ment of the Board of Trade in consultation with the 
appropriate commercial organizations has already collected 
a party of business men in those categories willing to leave 
for Japan as soon as official clearance has been received 
from General MacArthur’s headquarters and transport can 
he provided. Firms who wish to send a representative 
to Japan in this first party and who have not yet given 
particulars to the Export Promotion Department (35 Old 
{Jueen Street, London, S.W.1) are asked to do so immedi- 
ately. The details required are: (1) full name; (2) place 
and date of birth; (8) citizenship; (4) type of work in 
which at present engaged ; (5) full description of purpose of 
visit to Japan; (6) expected length of stay; (7) desired 
date of entry; (8) point of origin and final destination ; 
(9) route and means of travel, particulars of passport 
(number, date, issuing authority, and period of validity). 

The Export Promotion Department is also making 
arrangements for a party of merchants wishing to trade 
in Japan, within the quota allowed to the United Kingdom, 
Burma, and the Colonies, out of the total of 400 places 
available to all nations, to reach that country by August 15. 
It is expected that our quota which is still under con- 
sideration at the Inter-Allied Trade Board in Washington, 


The conditions under which imports into the United 
Kingdom from Japan and exports to Japan from the 
United Kingdom will be allowed together with details of 
any special procedure to be followed will be set out in a 
further notice to appear in the Board of Trade Journal 
shortly. This notice will also contain the necessary 
instructions as to currency arrangements and methods of 
payment. 


Current Japanese economic information including trade 
statistics is published monthly in Tokyo by the General 
Headquarters of the Supreme Commander for the Allied 
Powers as part of the S.C.A.P. publication entitled 
‘*Summation of Non-Military Activities in Japan.” It 
is proposed that the Stationery Office shall publish regu- 
larly the economic section of this Summation in individual 
sub-sections beginning with the January issue. The date 
on which the first and subsequent issues of the Summation 
will be on sale at H.M. Stationery Office will be notified 
in the Board of Trade Journal. In the meantime, a copy 
of the complete Summation for January together with 
earlier reports will continue to be available in the Japanese 
Intelligence Section of the Board of Trade (32 Bryanston 
Square, London, W.1.) for inspection by the public. A 
further copy may be consulted in the Library of the Export

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Trade of Southern Rhodesia in January 


HE recorded value of commodity imports into Southern 

Rhodesia in January 1947, at £1,893,625, although 

substantially below the record figure of £2,170,695 
reached in the previous month, was nevertheless well up to 
the high level maintained during the second half of 1946, 
states the Economic and Statistical Bulletin of Southern 
Rhodesia, published under authority by the Department of 
Statistics, Salisbury. In January, a year ago, such imports 
totalled £1,227,245. 

Merchandise exports for the month of January 1947 were 
valued at £1,377,407, as compared with £1,337,158 in 
December and £1,579,633 in January of last year. 

Substantial decreases as compared with the previous 
month were recorded in the January import values of 
Classes LV (fibres, yarns, etc.) and V (metals and manufac- 
tures of), the former falling from £549,232 to £456,909, and 
the latter from £752,936 to £674,760. Imports of Class IX 
merchandise (leather, rubber, etc.) worth £121,349 in 
December, declined to £59,898 in January, while Class XIT 
(jewellery, timepieces, etc.) was valued at £58,017 in 
January as against £95,982 in the previous month. Lesser 
decreases were recorded in Class I (d) (foodstuffs), which fell 
from £153,972 to £128,322, Class X (wood, cane, etc.) from 
£80,293 to £64,465, and Class II (a) (ales, spirits, etc., 
potable) from £39,242 to £19,562. 

Imports, whose January values were above those recorded 
in the previous month, were Class VIII (drugs, chemicals, 
etce.), which rose from £92,197 to £123,531, Class XIII 
(miscellaneous) from £60,990 to £84,330, and Class VI 
(minerals and earthenware) from £38,390 to £43,825. 


Chief Exports 


Class VI merchandise (minerals, earthenware, etc.) ex- 
ported in January, valued at £287,168, showed a very 
substantial increase of nearly £117,000 as compared with 
December. Exports in Class V (metals and manufactures of) 
rose to £548,368 in January from £495,387 in the previous 
month, while, during the same period, lesser increases were 
recorded in the values of Class IX (leather, rubber, etc.) 
from £45,222 to £56,892, and Class X (wood, cane, etc.) 
from £42,451 to £45,387. 

Offsetting these increases to some considerable extent 
Class III (tobacco) exports declined to £155,321 in January 
from £239,655 in December, Class I (d) (foodstuffs) worth 
£68,452 in December were valued at £58,022 a month later, 
and Class IV (fibres, yarns, etc.) fell to £90,399 from £99,810. 
Lesser fluctuations were recorded in the January export 
values of other classes of goods not already mentioned and, 
in the aggregate, increases exceeded decreases by some 
£10,000. 

In January the Colony exported domestic produce to the 
value of £1,174,408-—an increase of nearly £100,000 over the 
previous month. Gold exports worth £376,861 in December 
rose to £387,304 in January, whilst exports of raw absestos 
amounted to £226,988 in January, almost twice the previous 
month’s total of £114,455. 

Third in importance amongst the Colony’s January 
exports unmanufactured tobacco due to its seasonal nature, 
declined to £124,472 from £187,628 in December, but there 
was a substantial rise in the exports of chrome ore, which 
increased, in the same months, from £37,697 to £81,107. 
Exports of both footwear and cattle hides were higher in 
January than in December, the former rising from £38,516 
to £47,608 and the latter from £31,084 to £37,555. 

More coal was exported in January than in the previous 
month, the figures being £27,254 and £24,532 respectively, 
and in the same months there were increases in the exports 
of flour and meal from £12,287 to £14,132 and apparel (outer 
garments) from £9,001 to £26,171. 


Direction of Trade 


As regards total imports (excluding specie), imports from 
the United Kingdom in the first month of this year were 
worth £726,712, more than twice last year’s comparable 
figure of £338,793. Union of South African goods imported 
into the Colony decreased from £408,875 in January 1946 to 
£335,632 in January of this year and in the same months 
there was a slight decrease in Canadian imports from 
£75,289 to £74,573. 

Imports from Nyasaland in January were valued at 
£30,365 as compared with £12,805 in January a year ago, 
but merchandise from India decreased in the same months 
from £52,102 to £26,192. 

The most important foreign source of supply was the 
United States, from which January imports were valued at 


> 


£378,911, a very substantial increase over the comparable 
figure of £206,619 in 1946. Portuguese Kast Africa supplied 
goods valued at £42,963 in January as compared with 
£24,113 in the same month last year, while imports from 
Italy (mainly textiles), negligible in January 1946, were 
valued at £33,354 this year. Altogether the total value of 
commodity imports from British and foreign countries was 
more than £666,000 higher in January of the current year 
than in the same month in 1946. 

In January £504,426 (about 43 per cent.) of all domestic 
produce exported went to the United Kingdom as compared 
with £620,970 (nearly 474 per cent.) in the corresponding 
month in 1946. Northern Rhodesia received £132,671, just 
over 11 per cent., during January 1947, as against £125,908, 
less than 10 per cent. in the same month last year, but 
exports to the Union of South Africa fell considerably to 
£53,827, less than 5 per cent., this year., from £171,198, over 
13 per cent., last year. 

The Colony’s best foreign customer is the United States, 
to which domestic produce valued at £147,467 was exported 
in January (almost entirely asbestos and chrome), as 
compared with £107,365 in January last year. France took 
£53,975 (almost entirely asbestos) in the first month of this 
year, the comparable figure for last year being £68,845. 
Nothing was exported to the Netherlands in January a year 
ago, but this year exports to that country (mainly tobacco) 
were valued at £40,490. Domestic produce (asbestos and 
tobacco) purchased by Argentina amounted to £35,298 in 
January of this year, as compared with £4,943 in the same 
month in 1946. 

Of all domestic produce exported in January British 
countries received £793,660, or nearly 68 per cent. (£989,794, 
nearly 76 per cent. in 1946), and foreign countries £380,748, 
or over 32 per cent. (£319,109, over 24 per cent.). 

Re-Exports. Re-exports in January totalled £202,999, as 
compared with £270,730 in the same month in 1946. Of 
this year’s total £134,288 went to Northern Rhodesia, 
£18,323 to the Union of South Africa and £13,350 to 
Bechuanaland.

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Indian Tariff Board Report 


HE following Resolution, giving the Government of 

India’s decisions on the report of the Tariff Board on 

the grinding wheels industry, is published in the Gazette 
of India Extraordinary of May 10, 1947. 

No. 218-T.(77)/46. Grinding Wheels Industry.—In their 
Resolution in the Department of Commerce, No. 218-T. 
(55)/45, dated November 3, 1945, the Government of India. 
referred to the Tariff Board a claim to protection received 
from the Grinding Wheels industry. The terms of reference 
to the Tariff Board are contained in paragraph 5 of the 
Resolution. 

2. The Board having considered this claim, has sub- 
mitted its report to Government. The Board considers that 
the grinding wheels industry qualifies for the grant of pro- 
tection and has made the following recommendations :— 

(1) ‘‘ A protective import duty of 80 per cent. should be levied 

on all articles covered by the category ‘ grinding wheel and, 
segments ’ for a period of three years with immediate effect 
and a separate heading should be created for the same in the 
customs tariff schedule. 

(2) If the c.i.f. prices of grinding wheels fall below the estimated 
current c.i.f. prices by 10 per cent. or more, action should be 
taken under section 4 of the Indian Tariff Act of 1934, and 
the duty should be so adjusted as to maintain the measure of 
protection recommended by us. 

The existing concession in favour of Grindwells to import 
synthetic abrasive grains free of customs duty should be 
continued for the entire period of protection and be extended 
to other manufacturers of grinding wheels in the country. 
(4) All railway and Government orders for grinding wheels should 
be placed with the Indian manufacturers up to the limit of 
their productive capacity.” 
8. The Government of India have carefully considered 
the Board’s recommendations and feel that in view of the 
figures quoted by the Board in paragraph 37 of its report the 
industry is not likely to survive even with as high an import 
duty as 80 per cent. Large stocks of grinding wheels are 
also reported to be accumulating in certain foreign countries, 
the surplus of which might easily be exported to India at 
prices uneconomic from the point of view of indigenous 
manufacturers. Government are of the view that the 
industry should be given direct protection and have there- 
fore arrived at the following conclusions on the Board’s 
recommendations :— 
(i) All imports of grinding wheels would be prohibited through- 
out the financial year 1947-48, except for qualities which 
cannot be produced in India. 
(ii) A duty of 50 per cent. would be imposed on the special 
qualities of grinding wheels which cannot be produced in India. 
(iii) A duty of 50 per cent. would be imposed in regard to varieties 
manufactured in India when it is decided to lift the prohibition 
on their imports. i 

(iv) Government accept recommendation (3) contained in para- 
graph 2 above and necessary steps will be taken to give 
effect to it. 

(v) The Government of India also accept recommendation (4) 
and the Railway Board, M.G.O. and other Government 
agencies are being instructed to obtain their requirements of 
grinding wheels from indigenous production subject to 
satisfaction as to quality. 

4. The Government of India are of the view that indus- 
tries coming up for State assistance should be in the hands 
of public limited companies and have therefore decided that 
the protection granted to the grinding wheels industry in 
this Resolution shall be subject to the condition that the 
two concerns now engaged in the manufacture of grinding 
wheels, viz., Messrs. Grindwell, Limited, Bombay, and 
Messrs. Katta Grinding Wheel Works, Amritsar, should take 
early steps to convert themselves into public limited 
companies, 

5. The grant of protection is also subject to the condition 
that the agreement reported to have been arrived at between 
the foreign and Indian shareholders in Messrs. Grindwell, 
Limited, whereby the former had agreed to transfer their 
shares to the latter and the latter had agreed to take them up 
is carried out at an early date.

HE total value of imports into Eire during the eleven 

months ended November 30, 1946, was £64,361,209, as 

compared with £36,386,266 in the corresponding period 
of 1945, states the Department of Industry and Commerce, 
Dublin.

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Anglo-Polish Trade Talks 


HE provisional understandings about the develop- 

ment of Anglo-Polish trade which were reached some 

time ago between the Polish and United Kingdom trade 
delegations have now been confirmed by the respective 
Governments. Letters of confirmation were exchanged on 
June 9 between the Polish Ambassador and Sir Stafford 
Cripps, President of the Board of Trade. 

Details of these understandings were given on page 765 
of the Board of Trade Journal dated May 10, 1947. 

With regard to Polish orders for machinery and other 
capital goods, referred to in the second paragraph of the 
announcement in the May 10 issue, Export Credits 
Guarantee Department are prepared to give guarantees to 
British manufacturers on terms not more favourable to the 
buyer than the following :— 

20 per cent. cash with order; 40 per cent. cash on notific- 
ation by manufacturers that the goods are ready for ship- 
ment; the balance (i.e. the remaining 40 per cent., in three 
cash instalments of 10 per cent., 15 per cent. and 15 per 
cent. at the end of the first, second and third years, respex 
tively, from the date of each shipment. 


Trade of Palestine in 1946 


HE value of goods imported into Palestine during 1946 
Lipo to £P.70-4 million, of which crude oil 

amounted to £P.12°7 million, as compared with £P.40-7 
million, of which crude oil amounted to £P.9°5 million 
during 1945, being an increase of £P.29°7 million, or 
73 per cent., states the General Monthly Bulletin of Current 
Statistics, published by the Department of Statistics, 
Jerusalem. Compared with the figures of 1939, imports 
were higher by 381 per cent. 


The value of exports during 1946 was £P.24-5 million, of 


which £P.9-7 million represented exports of refined petro- 
leum products, as compared with £P.20-4 million, of which

India Merchandise Marks 
Legislation 


NDER existing regulations the import of piece-goods, 

such as are ordinarily sold by length or by the piece, 

is prohibited unless each piece is: (a) conspicuously 
stamped in English numerals with the length thereof in 
standard yards, or in standard yards and a fraction of such 
a yard, according to the real length of the piece, and (b) 
conspicuously marked with the name of the manufacturer, 
exporter or wholesale purchaser in India of the piece. 


The Gazette of India of May 10, 1947, contains a copy 
of Notification No. 313(1)-Tr. (M.M.)/46, giving a draft 
amendment, which the Government of India proposes to 
make in the definition of piece-goods for the purpose of 
marking requirements. 


The proposed new definition reads as follows :— 


Piece-goods, such as are ordinarily sold by length or by 
the piece, shall be deemed to include cotton piece-goods 
[and] woollen piece-goods [of all kinds], silk piece-goods, 
art. silk piece-goods, and other piece-goods, or mixed fabrics, 
except the descriptions noted below : 


Alhambras, except Alhambra quiltings. 

Blankets. 

Blind cloth in cut pieces. 

Book-binding cloth in cut pieces. 

Buckrams in cut pieces. 

Carpets (in rolls). 

Counterpanes. 

Dusters in woven pieces. 

Embroidered flounces.

[Filter cloth]. 

Glass cloth in woven pieces. 

Handkerchiefs in woven pieces. 

Lace curtain cloth. 

{Madras muslin cloth].

Rugs. 

Sarongs up to 24 yards in length. 

Shawls (finished), with ends hemmed or fringed, im- 
ported singly or in pieces containing two or more 
shawls.

‘Towels in woven pieces. 

{Undershirt cloth].

Provided that the Collector of Customs shall not detain any 
unstamped piece-goods if he is satisfied that, although they 
are not named in the preceding list, they are of such a 
nature that they would be liable to serious depreciation in 
value, if stamped. 


Note 1.—Whenever a Collector exercises his discretion 
under this proviso, he should forthwith report the case, 
sending a sample of the goods, to the Government of India, 
through the Central Board of Revenue, so that the question 
of issuing general orders in favour of such goods may be 
considered. 


Note 2.—The mention of any item in the list of exemptions 
has no bearing upon the question whether that item, if 
consisting of cotton, is assessable under the Tariff head 
‘* Cotton piece-goods.” 

Proposed additions are shown in italics and deletions in 
square brackets [ ]. 

The Notification states that the draft amendment will 
be taken into consideration by the Government of India on 
or after July 10, 1947, and that any objection or suggestion 
which may be received from any person with respect to the 
said draft before the date specified will be considered by the 
Central Government.

Southern Rhodesia Restrictions 
on Importation of Potatoes 


HE Southern Rhodesian Government Gazette of April 18, 
1947, contains a copy of Notice No. 333, which makes 
the following further amendment to the Plant’ Import 
Regulations, 1943, published under Government Notice 
No. 184 of 1943, as amended :— 
Section 23 is hereby repealed and the following section 
substituted in place thereof :— 


No person shall introduce or cause to be intro- 


duced into the Colony from overseas any potato tubers 
unless he produces and delivers up to an inspector—

a statement on oath from the consignor stating fully 
in what country and what particular place or places 
in that country the potatoes were grown and contain- 
ing particulars clearly establishing the identity of 
the consignment as set out in Annexure B of these 
regulations : 

Provided that the statement on oath made 
necessary by this paragraph will not be demanded 
if the particulars required are included in and are 
officially certified by at least one of the certificates 
mentioned in paragraph (b) of this section; and 
a certificate from an authorized official of the 
Department of Agriculture of the declared country, 
or a certificate from some official institution of that 
country which the Minister agrees to recognize in 
lieu of such Department, certifying 
(i) that at a date not more than thirty days before 

the time of the despatch of the consignment that 
the disease known as wart disease (Synchytrium 
endobioticum, Percival) has not been known to 
exist, so far as can be ascertained, within five 
miles of the place in which the potatoes are 
declared to have been grown; and certifying : 
(ii) that the plants from which the potatoes have 


been derived have been inspected in the field 
during the growing period and found to be free 
from the Tomato Spotted Wilt virus (Lycoper- 
sicum virus 3) and to contain not more than 
three per centum (3 per cent.) of other serious 
virus diseases including Leaf Roll, Streak and all 
forms of severe Mosaic; that the crop was not 
grown in proximity to any unhealthy or virus- 
infected crop and that the potatoes have been 
inspected for grading and soundness before ship- 
ment : 
Provided that the certificate mentioned in sub- 
paragraph (i) of this paragraph shall not be required 
in respect of any consignment from a country— 
(i) if an official representative of the Government 
thereof has certified to the Minister that the 
said disease has not been known to exist in that 
country, and if such Government has undertaken 
to inform the Minister of any outbreak, and if 
information recording an outbreak has not been 
received ; or 

(ii) if the consignee produces from an authorized 
official of the Department of Agriculture or 
other aforesaid recognized institution of the 
declared country of origin a certificate, dated 
within nine months of the day of arrival of the 
potatoes concerned, to the effect that the specified 
disease has not been known to exist, so far as 
can be ascertained, in the shire, country, depart- 
ment or other such territorial division comprising 
the place or places in which the potatoes are 
declared to have been grown; but if required 
by an inspector, the consignee shall deliver up 
an attested copy of the said certificate.”

The decree provides for imports into Uruguay to be 
classified in three categories according to their importance 
to the national economy. The ‘‘ First’’ Category includes 
raw materials for manufacture in Uruguay, foodstuffs, 
medical supplies and industria] and agricultural machinery. 
The ‘‘ Third” Category includes luxury articles and 
articles of a type manufactured in Uruguay. The ‘‘ Second’’ 
Category includes all other merchandise. 


In the case of the ‘‘ First’? and ‘‘ Second ’”’ Categories 
import licences and foreign exchange are granted freely 
after the arrival of the goods in Montevideo. For ‘‘ Third ”’ 
Category goods it is essential that import licences, which 
contain a promise of the foreign exchange required, should 
be obtained before the goods are shipped. 


Among the goods of interest to United Kingdom 
exporters which were in the ‘‘ Second ’”’ Category, but have 
now been added to the ‘‘ Third ”’ Category are the following , 


Locksmiths’ goods; manufactured aluminium; iron 
filing cabinets and other articles of iron furniture; auto- 
mobiles; woollen suitings; bath heaters; assembled 
electric refrigerators; electric irons; paint brushes; 
accessories for electrical installations (switches, plugs, 
switch-covers, bells, etc.) ; and electric light bulbs.

Import Licensing in the Belgian 
Congo 


The following notes on import licensing arrangements 
in the Belgian Congo are given for the information of 
British exporters. 

Import licences are required for all importations. Licences 
are issued centrally by the Service des Affaires Economiques 
du Gouvernement General only in the case of the following 
goods (Category A) :— 

Flour, meat, milk and butter. 

Coal and derivative fuels—coke. 

Rubber and its manufactures. 

Seeds and culinary seeds. 

Petroleum, its derivatives and products. 

Large industrial material. 

All products manufactured from iron and steel, except 

iron for concrete. 

Scrap from iron, steel, castings and burnt iron. 

Hides and skins and their manufactures. 

For all other goods (Category B), import licences are 
issued regionally, without reference to the Gouvernement 
General, by the Commission des Devises. 

Belgian Congo importers of British goods are not expected 
to experience difficulty in obtaining import licences. 





Argentina 


Refund of Excess Duties: During the two periods 
August 22, 1946, to September 17, 1946, and January 1, 
1947, to March 19, 1947, when the Anglo-Argentine Agree- 
ment of December 1, 1936, was not in force, pending retro- 
active renewal, the Argentina Customs authorities levied 
import duties on United Kingdom goods at higher rates than 
those stipulated in the Agreement. H.M. Ambassador at 
Buenos Aires now reports the issue of two decrees (No. 
10489 of April 19, 1947, and No. 10822, of April 24, 1947) 
which order the refund of the duties collected in excess 
during these periods. 


Import Restrictions: H.M. Minister (Commercial) at 
Buenos Aires has reported the issue of an Argentine Central 
Bank Circular (No. 724) of May 19, which suspends until 
further notice the grant of exchange permits for imports of 
edible oils classified under Tariff Nos. 1 and 2.
